matters there is to a large extent due 
to his willingness to sacrifice strength, 
time, talent and money for the cause 
of Christ. For two years he superin- 
tended the Sunday School, he was ac- 
tive in the organization of the Luther- 
an Brotherhood, was a member of the 
church Council and Treasurer of the 
congregation. 

In civic interests also, the deceased ' 
took a large part. Against the advice | 
of his friends, he permitted himself to: 
be elected a member of the Butler 
City Council a year ago and took his 
part in the deliberations of that body 
sometimes when he should have been 
at home in bed. But he felt it was his 
duty, and when duty called, whether it 
be in church, lodge, factory or else- 
where, he must go. 

He was also active in lodge circles, 
having been a Mason for about ten 
years and a member of the Modern 
Woodmen of America for about fifteen 
years. 

In short, he was an active man 
wherever he went. When but a child 
he desired to earn his own living, and 
in early youth laid the foundation of 
that industry for which he was char- 
acterized. 

For about three years he suffered, 
but retained with it all cheerfulness

and hope. Only very recently did he 
admit any possibility of death. And 
when the end finally came it was quiet, 
peaceful passing from the earthly life 
to where the sufferings and sorrows of 
today are done away.

Reynolds’ Crossing Claims Four 
More Victims, 


Saturday evening at 9:49 oc- 
curred one of the saddest accei- 
dents that has occurred in or near 
jutler in years. It was the sud; 
den death of Mr. and Mrs. Otto D. 
Carey, aged 28 and 23 years re- 
spectively, and their two sons, 
Paul and Lofton, aged 1 and 4 
years who were instantly killed 
by the New York Central fast 
mail train No. 64, at the Reynolds 
crossing one mile east of Butler. 
This train is the same train that 
killed the two boys at Reynolds 
crossing a year or so ago, but the 
number has been changed from 
No. 30 to No. 64 on account of the 
new schedule. 

The train was late and was 
making up time. It is due here 
at 9:17 p. m., but failed to arrive 
here until 9:49 p. m. It is stated 
that this train, when making up 
lost time, makes the run from here 
to Toledo which is seventy-three 


miles distant, in fifty-six minutes. 


Just before the accident a 
freight train approached from the 
east and an automobile load of 
tourists stopped while the freight 
train passed. The tourists did not 
see the fast mail approaching and 
as soon as the freight train had 
passed they started up their car 
and crossed the tracts just ahead 


of the fast. mail which was Ae 


prgaching from the. west. 

* Carey and his anit so 
ee thes their car ‘just behind 
the tourists when they were held 
up by the freight train, also start- 
ed up their car preparatory to 
crossing the tracks just behind 
the tourists and he also failed to 
notice: the oncoming fast mail 
Which caught his ear squarely in

the middle of the tracks. All oc- 
eupants of the car were instantly 
killed and the car was reduced to 
kindling wood. Parts of the car 
were hurled four hundred — feet 
from the place of the accident. 

Mrs. Carey was a former Butler 
resident. being formerly known as 
Audrey Greenwalt and was the 
daughter of Mr. and Mrs. John

The Daily Record of Canon 
City, Colo., has the following con- 
eerning the untimely death of 
Miss Juanita Haley, of which we 
had an item last week:
